Following is the full text of the Joint 


Resolution introduced by Senator Mc- 
Counell relative to the forfeiture of 
railroad lauds, 
Tho Resolution WAS 


referred to the Committee on Public 
Lands, of which Mr. McConuel is 
Chairman: 


WHEBEIS, By an Act of Congress, ap- 


proved July 2nd, 18G4, the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Co. was granted certain 
lands of the United States, in aid of 
constructing its railroad, amounting to 
about eight million ef acres, and 


WHEREAS, Four hundred and fifty-two 


miles of the main track of said railroad 
company are situate and operated within 
the State of Nevada, the grants of land 
in and of which aggregate over five mill- 
ion seven 'hundred and fifty thousand 
.acres, and 


WHEBEA.S, But a very small portion, 


•not to exceed five per centum of the vast 
amount of land so granted, has been se- 
lected or sold by said company or pat- 
ents thereto applied for, and 


WHKBEAS, The legal title to the un- 


patented and unsold portion of said 
granted lands, still remains in the 
United States, and is not subject to tax- 
ation by the State, or the county or mu- 
nicipal governments, and 


WHKKEAS, The value of said granted 


lands is permanently and continually 
enhanced by settlement upon portions 
thereof sold by said company, aud by 
improvements made thereon, and also 
by purchase and improvement of lauds 
sold by the United States, contiguous 
and adjacent thereto, and 


WHEREAS, The lands so granted are 


exempt from pre-emption and entry as 
in oases cf lands of the United States 
lying within the State of Nevada, and 


WHEBSAS, The said railroad company, 


through neglect and failure to have 
such granted lands surveyed aud pat- 
ented to itself, has, since the completion 
of its said railroad, avoided and still 
.continues to avoid the payment of taxes 
thereon, and 


WHBBEIS, The said Central Pacific 


Railroad has been completed and iu 
full operation as part of a main trans- 
continental line for over thirteen years, 
during all of which time it has received 
the protection of the State, county and 
municipal governments through whose 
territory its line extends, and under 
whose jurisdiction its lands so granted 
are situate, without contributing its eq- 
uitable portion to the State, county and 
municipal governments, through fuiluro 
or neglect to obtain title, as aforesaid, 
to lauds granted it by the General Gov- 
ernment, and pay its just portion of 
taxes thereon, as is demanded and col- 
lected of others obtaining lauds by pur- 
chase or otherwise, and 


WHEBEAS, A large portion of said land 


is valuable and should be a sourca of 
revenue to the State and to local gov- 
ernments, now therefor* be it 


Resolved, By the Senate and Assem- 


bly conjointly that our Senators in Con- 
gress be and are hereby instructed, and 
our Representative in Congress be and 
is hereby requested, to use their utmost 
endeavors to secure the passage of an 
Act compelling the said Central Pacific 
Railroad Company to forewith have sur- 
veyed aud patented to itself the unsold 
lands embraced in the aforesaid grants' 
under penalty of forfeiting to the United 
States, so much of said grant as shall 
'remain nnsurvey«d and the legal title 
to which shall not be vested in said 
company within one year from tho pas- 
sag* of the Act herein urged and de- 
mandsd, and * 


Resolved, Farther, thnt three manu- 


script copieb of this t'«t,oluUuu be pr«- 
pared by the Secretary of State and for- 
warded, duly attested, by His Excel- 
lency, the Governor, one ;o each of our 
Senators and our Representative in 
Congress, and 


Resolved, Further, that the lists of 


the Senators aud members of the As- 
sembly votiug for or against the passage 
of this resolution, duly attested, be also 
forwarded. 


OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Ttoe Admission of Dakota—Tariff 


.Reductions Proposed—Civil Ser- 
vice Reform—Speukersblp Con- 
test. 


More UuclraadK. 


The Salt Lake Herald says "another 


broad-gauge railroad is projected be- 
tween Denver aud San Francisco. It is 
to be known as the Denver, Yosemite 
and Pacific Railway, and the proposed 
line is to enter Utah at or near Salina, 
and make its exit somewhere ou the 
•western line of that county. Surveyors 
are already in the field, and the com- 
pany, which is mainly composed of 
some heavy Eastern capitalists, talk of 
a speeiy construction. It is their in- 
tention to tap the ID oat important min- 
ing camps of Southern Utah and South- 
eastern Nevada, as near as can be don* 
without too great a divergence from 
their route." 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, Jan. 8, 1883. 


ED. JOUBNA&:—Dakota is doomed to 


remain a Territory for some time to 
oorae, and the usual happy Republican 
family in the Senate is somewhat split 
over the matter. Although the disagree- 
ment does not involve more than one 
Senator, yet this is sufficient iu the Sen- 
ate to compel a postponement of the 
desired legislation. Mr. Hale, of Maine, 
is the recalcitrant brother, and in reply 
to his Republican colleagues, says that 
he will not vote to grant A State govern- 
ment to a Territory a portion of which 
has stained itself with repudiation. Mr. 
Ingalls, of Kansas, characterized the 
remarks of Mr, Hale as partisan aud 
malignant. 
This provoksd a heated 


discussion betweim the two gentlemen, 
and the end was that Mr. Hale became 
deeper set iu his opposition to the bill. 
Now this would seem to be a matter of 
no present importance, yet those three 
electoral -votes which would be cast by 
Dakota, might prove in 1881 to be the 
salvation of the Republican party. The 
Republicans understand this, and have 
endeavored to win over Mr. Hale, but 
without success. Dakota will be with- 
out a State government until the Re- 
publicans 
are 
numerically 
strong 


enough to pass the bill without Mr. 
Hale's vote. 


Notwithstanding predictions to the 


contrary, the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee has given very general satisfaction 
in its report on the tariff bill. It has 
gone further than the Tariff Commis- 
sion in its recommendations, and pro- 
poses considerable reductions on bitum- 
inous coal, pig iron, sheet, boiler arid 
plate iron, steel rails and tin plate. Of 
course these recommendations meet 
with opposition from those whoso inter- 
ests will be affected, but it would be 
impossible to frame a tariff bill which 
would not engender opposition, and the 
best way to deal with this problem 
w,ould be to rnduoe the tariff according 
to established rules of 
justice and 


equality, and let tht opposing .forces 
have the quarrel out amongst them- 
selves. The Senate Finance Committee 
seems to have endeavored to follow 
these rules. 


Several days have elapsed since the 


passage of the Civil Service Reform bill. 
That measure has not yet received the 
signature of the President, but he will 
doubtless sign the bill before the end of 
the week. It is true the bill does not 
meet with the universal approval of 
Republicans. 
A prominent Western 


member of the House, in referring to 
the bill, said that the "Pendleton bjll" 
does not present much of an improve- 
ment on the George William Curtis 
method. He claims that since the Com- 
missioners are to be recommended by 
Congressmen, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, aud then confirmed by the Senate, 
the said Commissioners, who are to ex- 
amine appointees to office will uot for- 


get, 
nor be allowed to forget, the con- 


stituents of those Congressmen 'who 
helped to put them in official positions. 
Other Congressmen say that as the 
initiary step to civil service has been 
taken, it will be an easy matter in the 
future to legislate further to prevent 
such evils as present themselves. By 
this course of addition the subject will, 
if treated as proposed, be so impregna- 
bly protected by enacted legislation that 
the civil service of the United States 
will not be mixed with politics. But in 
one or two of the Departments this bill 
will be found without need. In the 
Treasury, especially, Secretary Folger 
has established a side-show civil service 
reform of his own, and made regula- 
tions to govern the official conduct of 
the employes. The bureau chiefs are 
now required to keep a roll showing the 
time oi ainvd.1 aud departure of each 
employe. 
These rolls are forwarded to 


the disbursing officer, who deducts from 
tho salary the time lost over the regular 
allowance of two and one-half days per 
month. Some other rules are consid- 
ered onerous and severe, but they were 
no doubt promulgated with an honest 
endeavor to reform that Department. 
The other Departments generally have 
allowed the employes to do just us they 
pleased, but it is thought they will now 
turn over a new leaf and keep n strict 
account of lost time. 


The House Committee ou Appropria- 


tions has reported the fortifications bill 
and the pension bill. The latter appro- 
priates $81,000,000. 


The fight for the Speakership of the 


next Democratic 
Congress has now 


grown so bitter that the supporters of 
Carlisle and Blackburn are now irrecon- 
cilably estranged. It is the opinion of 
well-informed Democrats that the situa- 
tion favors the election of a Northern 
man.

The Republicans of the Legislature, 


as will be seen by our dispatches, have 
selected two new men to serve as Re- 
gents of the University, but both of 
them are well-known substantial citi- 
zens. These two, with S. H. Day, will 
control the management of the Univer- 
sity for two years. We hope the Legis- 
lature will deal with this school in such 
a manner that the Regents will be able 
to give it more of a State character. Of 
the three Regents, two are from the 
western part of the State—from which 
section not a scholar has ever attended 
the Elko school. But to hamper them 
with small appropriations, or to tie 
their hands by pernicious legislation, is 
but to ask them to perform important 
duties and at the same time render them 
powerless to accomplish them. We are 
somewhat familiar with the workings of 
the retiring Board, and know a little of 
the difficulties they bad to encounter, 
and wonder how they managed to do as 
well as they did. We hope the new 
Board will be given a little latitude in 
which to make such improvements or 
changes as thuir judgment will suggest, 
and they should'be given money enough 
to enable them to carry out their plans. 
We do not mean that they should not be 
hampered by a niggardly appropriation. 
We believe in economy as much as any 
one, and see its necessity, but we be- 
lieve 
in giving worthy institutions 


enough to support them decently, and 
particularly so in the present case, 
where not a dollar comes out of the 
State Treasury for its maintenance, but 
from the lands given us by the United 
States on the sole condition that the 
University be sustained. 
This being 


the case, the Legislature should not 
feel especially called upon to throttle or 
starve oat the Elko school.
